Finance Minister Yigal Cohen- 
Orgad, Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel and the chairman 
of the Coordinating Bureau of 
Economie Organizations Eli Hur- 
vitz are scheduled to meet next 
Tuesday in an attempt to conclude a 
tripartite economic deal. 

The His.udrut, however, insists 
that no package deal is in store. 

The meeting was arranged follow- 
ing pressure — largely from within 
the cabinet — to conclude a 
package deal between the govern- 
ment, employers and workers. 

Deputy Prime Minister David 
Levy has been pushing for such a 
deal and secretly met Meshel to dis- 
cuss it. Yesterday he briefed Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir and 
Cohen-Orgad on his talks with 
Meshel. 


Cohen-Orgad had planned to 
negotiate with the Histadrut only 
after the implementation of his 
planned budget cuts in early spring, 
but had to give in to pressure fram 
Levy. 

The official announcement of he 
meeting was made by the Treas: 
last night. The ministry said tne 
meeting would take place in the 
framework ofa committee e:- 
tablished last November between 
the parties, and did not mention the 
possibility of a package deal accesd. 

Cohen-Orgad yesterday met 
Shamir and told him he would meet 
Meshel. They were later joined by 
Levy, who said that his efforts were 
not directed against the finance 
minister. He said that all he wanted 
was to “cool” the economy in the 
coming months, out of concern for 
the current state of affairs.

Lebanese court reinstates 
ailing Haddad into army

HAIFA. — The Lebanese State 
Court in Beirut yesterday reversed 
the seven-year-old ruling by which 
Major Sa’ad Haddad was cashiered 
from the Lebanese Army. 

Militia leader Haddad remained 
in “serious but stable” condition in 
the Rambam Hospital here yester- 
day, deputy hospital director Dr. 
Zvi Ben-Ishai said last night. 

The 46-year-old major was 
cheered by the news of his reinstate- 
ment in the Lebanese Army. The 
news was relayed to him by his fami- 
ly and doctors two days ago, said 
Ben-Ishai. 

The court — comprising a Chris- 
dan and two Moslems — is reported 
to have ruled unanimously that 
Haddad should be reinstated in the 
Lebanese Army, regain his rank and 
all his rights. 


Seven years ago he was accused 
of working against Lebanese in- 
terests, was cashiered and ail his 
rights were withdrawn. Haddad 
continued wearing the Lebanese 
Army uniform and insignia and ran 
his own militia, with Israel covering 
the costs. 

Haddad is rumoured to be suffer- 
ing from cancer, although officially 
he is being treated for “fatigue and 
exhaustion.” His wife and two 
brothers have maintained a cons- 
tant vigil at his bedside since he was 
admitted to the hospital on Sunday 
norning. 

He reportedly had a quiet day 
yesterday with only close friends 
and relatives being allowed into his 
room in the internal medicine 
department, unlike the previous day 
when he was visited by Minister 
without Portfolio Ariel Sharon, 
Defence Minister Moshe Arens and 
Chief of Staff Rav-Aluf Moshe

16 ex-Ansar detainees arrested again 


Post Koesset Reporter 
Defence Minister Moshe Arens 
said vesterday that 16 of the 
detainees at the Ansar camp, east of 
Sidon, who were released in 
November's exchange of prisoners 
with the PLO have been re-arrested. 


Replying to an oral parliamentary 
question by Tewfik Toubi 
(Democratic Front for Peace and 
Equality), Arens said Toubi's figure 
of 150 re-arrests was incorrect. 


The re-arrest of the 16 was in- 
itiated by the Security Services 
because the men were suspected of 
terrorist acts against the IDF after 
their release. 

Twelve of those re-arrested were 
released after the suspicions against 
them were found to be groundless, 
Arens said. Three are in the initial 
stages of interrogation, not at An- 
sar, and one detainee admitted hav- 
ing committed a terrorist act in 
which an fsrael soldier was injured. 


Suspect in Nablus shooting 
now cooperating with police

A suspect in the shooting of an 
11-year-old Nablus girl broke his 
silence this week, reconstructing for 
the police the events that led to the 
girl's death. 

Ephraim Segal, 26, who had 
refused to cooperate with the police 
since his arrest on suspicion of be- 
ing an accessory to the murder in 
early December, yesterday led 
police carrying videotape equip- 
ment to the alleyway in Nablus 
where the girl was killed while in a 
bakery. 

The police reportedly have col- 
lected material evidence against 
Segal as weil as against the man 
whom they believe sprayed the 
bakery with bullets from an Uzi sub- 
machinegun. Yosef Harnoi was ar- 


rested on the basis of ballistic tests 
that matched his weapon with spent 
cartridges found outside the bakery. 
The bakery is more than a kilometre 
from the scene of a Nablus 
demonstration from which (DF 
troops sent Segal and Harnoi away. 

Also arrested Jast week was 
Pinhas Mahrabi, an Egged bus 
guard who allegedly served as an ac- 
cessory after the fact when he 
agreed to swap weapors paris with 
Harnoi, in an apparent effort to

Heth: Bourse only 
for the big boys

TEL AVIV. — The stock market is 
unlikely to recover before an 
improvement is felt in the economy 
as ἃ whole, Meir Heth, chairman of 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, said 
here yesterday. 


Speaking at a press conference 


reviewing the year on the exchange, 
Heth admitted that the bourse was 
unable to protect small investors 
from the effects of the crash last 
year. He said he felt small investors 
“should not participate in the 
market, unless they do so through 
the mutual funds. 

The small investor should not put 
all his savings and investments into 
the exchange, he went on. Only 
about 20 per cent of an investment 
portfolio should be in the stock 
market. he said, with the rest in 
various saving schemes. 

Heth said it was hard to explain 
why the market rose or fell. He 
noted that when most of the world's 
stock markets were in the doldrums, 
the Tel Aviv exchange was boom- 
ing. Now most of the world's 
markets were flourishing and 
Israel’s was at a low. 

Heth predicted that, in the pre- 
sent economic climate, fever com- 
panies would be bringing new 
stocks on to the market in efforts to 
raise capital,

Only 12 of the 30 deputies elected to repre- 
sent the West Bank still reside here, while 
others are now permanent residents of Amman 
and other Jordanian cities. However. their par- 
ticipation is apparently essential if the king is te 
ensure a quorum and at least the appearance of 
suppert from Palestinians in the West Bank. 


Jordanian and local observers have predicted 
that the parliament would meet for a short ses- 
sion to approve a constitutional amendment al- 
lowing separate elections to be held on the East 


Bank. The king would be empowered to ap- 
point West Bank representatives by royal 
decree. Parliament would then dissolve itself in 
anticipation of the new elections probably to be 
held in the spring. 

However, the AP report from Amman yester- 
day suggested the amendment to Article 88 of 
the Jordanian Constitution would only allow 
the king to appoint new members to replace 2 
dead deputies. six of whom represented th 
West Bank. 

Israeli. authorities who were approached 
Tuesday by the local deputies immediately ap- 
proved their requests to cross the bridges and 
are aware of the plans for reconvening the 
parliament. 

These [sraeli sources vaiced some scepticism 
about the reports following a statement from 
Hussein while on a trip to Europe that he would 
prefer negotiations including the Soviet Union.

Rapid build-up by Syrian army

TEL AVIV. — The Syrian army is 
already stronger than it was an the 
eve of the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon. und this year it is expec- 
ted to complete its planned build- 
up. military correspondents were 
told yesterday. 

Reliable sources said Soviet 
military aid to Syria totalled $2.5 
billion between June 1987 and last 
month.

Syria's military manpower has in- 
creased, largely by delaying the dis-

Terror suspect’s night burial

The appeal to the High Court said 
that enforcing night-time burials 
was against the Geneva Conven- 
tion. showed dishonour for the dead 
and added to the grief of the family.

EILAT. — Timna Copper Mines 
employees again blocked the road 
to Eilat yesterday in protest against 
the decision to close the mine — 
this time for over five hours.

Peace plan must include 
Syria, Mubarak aide says 


CAIRO. — Egyptian presidential 
adviser Osama al-Baz said yesterday 
any plan for a comprehensive Mid- 
dle East settlement should include 
Syria. 

Al-Baz was answering newsmen’s 
questions after reporting to Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak on talks he 
had this week in Jordan and Iraq. 

“Any plan for peace must be col- 
lective and should necessarily in- 
valve Syria..." he said, reiterating 
similar remarks he has made in the 
past.

Burg defends 
prison leave policy

Imerior Minister Yosef Burg 
yesterday defended the liberal 
policy of Prisons Commissioner 
Mordechai Wertheimer regarding 
leaves and other privileges for 
prisoners. 

Replying to an oral parliamentary 
Question by Micha Reisser (Likud- 
Herut). Burg said there was no con- 
nection between Wertheimer's 
policy and the recent escapes by 
prisoners, 

Burg quoted at length from the 
report of the Kennet Committes, 
which declared that a prison should 
aim to be an educational institution 
and that “8 daring policy" on leaves 
should be adopted. 

Reisser had mentioned a recent 
case in which a convicted rapist nad 
raped another woman at the end of 
his leave. In a supplementary ques- 
tion, he asked whether the present 
policy meant that the public would 
be exposed to dangerous prisoners 
who escape while on Jeave. 

Burg said that the statistivs he 
had presented showed that the 
danger was minimal. But he added 
that “there is a committee which 
may again consider whether a 
change in the directives is called 
Ὅτ."

Nigeria’s military rulers 


move to restore normality 


LAGOS (Reuter). — Nigeria's new 
military rulers are moving swiftly to 
restore normality to the country 
after their virtually bloodless coup 
last Saturday, 

The Cabinet Office announced 
Tast_ night that a ‘dusk-to-dawn 
curfew had been lifted and airports 
reopened, althouth sea ports and 
land borders remained closed. 

The announcement was made 
after the new head of state, Major- 
General Mohammed Buhari, swore 
in members of a 19-man supreme 
military council. He is chairman of 
the council which is now Nigeria's 
highest ruling body. 

The armed forces government 
also started restoring domestic and 
international communications links, 
severed during the coup, 


Buhari, promising “the greatest . 


good for the greatest number,” said 
that resolving Nigeria's economic 
crisis, caused by a sharp drop in 


crucial oil exports, would be his ad- _ 


ministration’s top priority. 

“We will move with all speed to 
ameliorate economic conditions,” 
he said, adding that his economic 
targets were the provision of drink- 
ing water, electricity and lower food 
prices for all. 


Troops patrol Tunis streets 


TUNIS (AP). — Tunisian soldiers 
and security police carrying 
machine guns and grenade 
launchers patrolled ‘the streets of

Pond shrimp and smoked eels 
are becoming export hits

HAIFA, — Warm water shrimps 
and Smoked eels may become this 
year's fastest growing export, with 
current sales trebling to $650.000, 

The marketing director of the 
Fishbreeders Union, Yishai Ziskind, 
told The Jerusalem Post that the Ex- 
Port Institute is assisting the union 
in boosting these exports. The 
delicacies go to Europe, but they 
are forbidden in Israel because they 
are not kosher. There is a great de- 
mand for both, especially the 
shrimps, “for which the only limit is 
our ability to provide them,” he 
said. They are @ byproduct of the 
fish breeding industry. 


In 1982, exports of shrimps total- 
led 16 tons. This went up to 25 tons 
last year and this year's plans are for 
80 tons, Ziskind said. 

Of the 70 fishbreeding kibbutzim, 
20 are raising shrimps, mainly in 
Separate ponds especially dug for 
the purpose. These ponds are shal- 
lower and situated mostly in the 
sunny Beit Shean Valley. The 


shrimp reach marketing size within 
a year, 

The shrimps are bred in special 
nature-simulating tanks at the 
Hebrew University and are brought 
to the ponds at the age of two 
months, 

Airfreighted fresh to Europe they 
later fetch $10 per kilogram. Frozen 
shrimps are exported by ship and 
bring $6 a kilogram. 

In their effort to join the export 
drive, the breeders have also started 
growing eels from fry imported 
from France. They are grown in 
special concrete pools. 

The first exports, of two tons, 
were sent to Germany last year. The 
importers have asked for 15 tons 
this year, 

The eels are smoked by a private 
factory, since the breeders’ union 
cannot take them to its own proces- 
sing plant in Beit Shean, which han- 
dies only kosher fish. As smoked 
eels they fetch $10 per kilogram, 
double the price of fresh cels. 
Thanks to Israel's climate it takes 
only one year to grow the eels to 
marketing size. 


The Concorde to land here—at last

TEL AVIV, — British Airways said 
yesterday one of its supersonic Con- 
cordes will fly here on March 29, 

The sleek jet was chartered by 
Cunard to bring passengers who are 
to board the Queen Elizabeth II. 
The luxury liner will dock in Haifa 
on that day’ during its cruise’ from 
New York through the Far East to 
Southampton. 


The plane — the first Concorde 
to land here — will arrive at 1.20 
a.m. and leave at 4 p.m. with pas- 
sengers debarking from the Queen 
Elizabeth, British Airways said. 

The company had examined 
facilities at Ben Gurion airport 
several years ago when it planned to 
fly the:Comcorde here. Those plans 
were*tancelled when the company 
failed to get enough passengers. 


Managing director Yosef Nitzani 
said that changes would also be in- 
itiated in the method of trading 
itself.

Because of this, there will be a drop 
in revenues, and the budget that is 
being prepared for the next year will 
be much smaller. in real terms there 
has been a drop of about 40 per cent 
in the activities of the exchange, he 
said 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Forty- 
eight U.S. banks failed in (983, six 
more than collapsed in the previous 
year and the highest rate in more 
thun four decades, bank regulators 
said yesterday. 

The savings and loan industry 
fared better last year. Thirty-three 
weak associations were merged with 
government assistance, less than the 
record 47 posted in 1982, federal of- 
ficials said. ᾿ 

Savings and loan associations in 
the U.S. traditionally have been 
much more restricted in their 
operations than commercial banks. 
Their key function has been to ac- 
cept savings deposits and lend out 
that money for home loans. Recent- 
ly. however, they've been given 
authorization to expand some of 
their activities so they can operate 
more like commercial banks. 

The government attributed the 
high level of 1983 bank failures 
largely to sharply fluctuating in- 
terest rates in recent years and the 
long 1981-82 recession. 

With the economic recovery now 
under way. officials expect condi- 
tions in the industry to improve 
somewhat in 1984, 

Alan Whitney. spokesman for the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp.. 
said 48 federally insured banks 
failed fast year, the largest number 
since the 60 of 1939. There were 42 
failures in 1982.

The Adimec dental mechanics 
firm said it had stopped legal 
proceedings on the advice of its 
legal counsel after weighing the 
prospects of success against the 
costs involved. 

The company had based its law- 
suit on alleged loss of production 


and damage to equipment when it 
was forced to close its plant because 
of the power cut on May 5, 1981. 
The breakdown itself resulted from 
industrial action by Electric Cor- 
poration employees at the Haifa 
Bay power station: , 

A corporation spokesman said 
the lawsuit, had it succeeded, would 
have set a legal precedent and it had 
fought the case as a matter of prin- 
ciple. 

He said the case against the cor- 
poration was weak and he expressed 
satisfaction that Adimec had 
decided to drop the suit. 


Zecharia Drucker sued for 1S25m. roof repair 


HAIFA. — Repair and strengthen- 
ing work on pillars that collapsed, 
sending a 90-ton section of platform 
roof at the Bat Galim railway sta- 
tion crashing to the ground ten 
months ago, have been completed. 
The total cost was [525 million, the 
Israel Railways spokesman said 
yesterday.

Aim of new tourism institute 
to double number of. visitor

TEL AVIV. — An institute to 
promote .tourism may soon be 
founded by the Tourism and 
Finance ministries jointly with the 
{srael Hotel Association. The aim of 
the institute will be to double the 
number of tourists, association 
president Maurice Cassuto said at a 
press conference here yesterday. 

The Hotel Association has 
$1 million to finance the 
institute, Cassuto said. He noted 
that the Tourism Ministry is ready 


to raise another Sim. from airlines, 


restaurants and travel agents and 
give 56. towards the projects from 


its own budgets. 


At the ‘ministry's request, the 
hotels have, agreed to lower their 
rates by 20 per cent to tourists from 
England, France and Germany and 
to set them in the currencies of 
these countries for the Se ὑοῦ of 
1984. This agreement co! cS a 
contribution” of $20m. towards

be a stronghold of PLO rebels. Fif- 
teen Palestinians, including women 
and children, were killed there, the 
reports said. Forty-two people were 
wounded and 30 buildings col- 
lapsed, including the main mosque 
and a UN school. 

In the ensuing panic, parents 
rushed through the clouds of black 
smoke to the school in a frantic 
search for their children. Forces ac- 
companying rescue teams had to fire 
into the air to clear paths for the 
ambulances which rushed the 
wounded to hospitals in town and in 
nearby Zahle. 

Reporters said later three 
children had been killed in the 
school and dozens of others were 
seen in the hospital corridors. 

Eyewitnesses said dozens of other 
people were hit in Baalbek’s 
main square, According to one 
feport the gandarmeri¢ building was 
only 200 metres away. A gas station 
was also set ablaze. 

Another IAF formation attacked. 
a former hotel at a road junction 
some five kilometres south of 
Baalbek. That area included the 
main building. huts, tents, and a 
pool, a military source said in Tel 
Aviv. 

The site had beef transformed by, 


the missing spiritual and political 
leader Imam Musa Sadr into a 
vocational school called the “Sadr 
Centre”. It was used by the Hezbol- 
lah militiamen (which includes Ira- 
nian and Shi'te Moslems), the 
Islamic Amal and Lebanese-Shi’ite 
religious leaders. 

The main building was compicte- 
ly demolished, according to reports. 

Syrian troops in the area later 
helped civil defence squads and 
Shiite militiamen to search through 
the rubble. The Voice of Lebanon 
radio station said Syrian helicopters 
flew,dozens of casualties to Syria for 
treatment because local hospitals 
and clinics were “full to the brim.” 

In Beirut Lebanese Prime

“These raids will not eliminate 
the right of a people seeking 
freedom nor will they provide 
security for Galilee,” he said in a 
statement. "

A CHOICE OF 
TWO EVILS

THEY ARE at it again. blaming the 
finance minister. ft is a ritual, the 
repeat performances are just 
becoming more frequent. 

The problem at issue is always the 
same: inflation and the foreign- 
trade deficit. Finance ministers 
have two options: to do nothing or 
to do something. Either way they 
are in trouble. 

{f we confine ourselves to the last 
six years, since the Likud came to 
power: Ehrlich, and later Aridor 
during his first phase were accused 
of doing nothing: Hurvitz and 
Aridor in his second phase were 
denounced for trying to do 
something. 

In the end, all three were severed 
from their posts. 

Now we have Cohen-Orgad, who 
is trying to do something in his turn. 
When he was appointed to the 
Treasury, the general view was that 
he had indeed better do something, 
the situation had become in- 
tolerable. Now a wave of horror 
shakes the community: he has taken 
his constituents at their word. 

Voices are already muttering that 
Cohen-Orgad, too, is the wrong 
man: that he also must leave. Very 
well, let us assume that he does 
depart, joining Hurvitz and Aridor 
on the back benches. Who is to suc- 
ceed him — Moda'i, Meridor, 
Lorincz? Or some professor fished 
out of a university? 


WHOEVER the incumbent is, the 
policy he propounds will be more or 
less identical. Look back at budget 
speeches over the last three 
decades. Re-read the central bank's 
periodic reports on increases in the 
means of payment. The monotony is 
boring: the message is unchanged. 

Which makes us wonder what 
new policy the public expect to see 
conjured up. Their end-objective is 
clear: that the nation go on 
spending like there is no tomorrow, 
and that inflation be made 
nevertheless to vanish overnight. 
The economy must be permitted to 
continue importing $5b..a year 
more than it exports, but no gap 
must prevail in the balance of pay- 
ments. How to eliminate the gap? 
By waving a magic wand 
presumably. 

The Treasury has done its best to 
find that magic wand, without suc- 
cess. If it had materialized they 
would have waved it ages ago. If the 
country can overspend and get 
away with it, overspending would be 
the order of the day. No justifica- 
tion cun possibly exist for tightening 
the belt, if loosened belts bring no 
retribution. 


But loosened belts do bring 
retribution, inevitably. The day.o 
reckoning is drawing near, and the 
Treasury can do nothing to avert it. 
Histadrut leaders vent their spleen 
on Cohen-Orgad for inflicting 
hardship on the country’s wage- 
earners — as if the hardship was of 
the minister's creation. 

The hardship will occur whatever 
happens. {tis imminent, its arrival is 
only a matter of time. Cohen- 
Orgad’s function is to soften the 
blow. Unless measures of adjust- 
ment are taken while there is still an 
opportunity,: the argument over 
whether wages should be cut by 7 
per cent or [2 per cent or not at all 
will cease to be ‘relevant. 


Mass unemployment will over- 
take the labour force, and for 100,- 
000 or 150,000 workers or more there 
will be — never mind the percen- 
lages — no salaries at all. 


“WE HAVE heard that before," say 
the workers’ representatives; and 
indeed they have. Finance ministers 
have always resisted wage demands 
and continuously deplored wage in- 
creases, This frothing at the mouth 
dates back before Ehrlich to the 
days of Rabinowitz, Sapir and 
Eshkol at the Treasury, to the times 
of Gafny, Sanbar and Horowitz at 
the Bank of Israel. 


Warnings of doomsday abounded 
— vet doomsday never came, Why 
should it come naw? Why are the 
present alarms and excursions dif- 
ferent from the previous ones? 

The difference is that during the 
Fifties and Sixties, the economy 
could cope. Budgets were smaller 
(less defence, less public debt, tess 
social services). A large part of the 
government's outlay was available 
to finance construction and 
promote economic development. 


The wage increases that took 
place were certainly bad for m- 
dustry, but fortunately a high rate of 
investment created new 
mechanized industries to replace 
the old ones. Output grew, and that 
is what counts. - 


In the Seventies, output stopped 
growing — but money continued to 
be invested. It was channelled into 
high technology. The structure of 
the economy changed, with less 
goods sold ta the ‘damestic 
purchaser and more to foreign 
markets. Exports grew, which was 
again the saving grace. 

.Today, in the Eighties nothing 
grows, everything has frozen up: 
output, investment, exports. The 
economy is at a standstill, all that 


rises is consumption and, asa result, 
prices. Here then lies the dif- 
ference: the workers’ démands no 
longer have afything to feed on. 
The country is moving towards 
bankruptcy. We are living — literal- 
ly — on borrowed time. 4 


THE INSANITY in all this hair- 
raising’ clog-up is that it does not 
have to happen. The national 
economy is like a finely turned race 
ing car, able to achieve any speed. 
The hold-up lies with the driver, 
who keeps pressing the wrong 
pedals. : 


It is no good blaming Cohen- 
Orgad; he is not the driver. He is, if 
anything, the driving instructor. The 
drivers are many — all those 
cabinet members, politicians, of- 
ficials and trade unionists whose 
combined pressure determines final 
policy. 

They reject the finance minister's 
instructions indignantly. The budget 
must be reduced, certainly, but how 
dare he cut outlays? All the 
proposals he makes .are un- 
reasonable. His wage policy takes 
no account of the workers’ rights. 
Imposing school fees is a breach of 
free secondary education. Saving on 


defence puts Israel's survival at risk. - 


The man has no sensitivity, he ig- 
nores sacred principles, he rides 
roughshod over the nation's past 
achievements. ; 


These diatribes are pointless and 
irrelevant — because Cohen-Orgad 
does not particularly want to do the 
things his critics find offensive. All 
he wanted to do was to reduce de- 
mand by [0 per cent. He does not 
care how it is done. If he suggests 
specific economy measures it is 
because nobody else does. Should 
the cabinet decide to effect the sav- 
ing by some other means, he will not 
object. 


When Aridor lowered taxes and 
improved living. standards, he was 
accused of putting the popularity of 
his party above the nation’s 
economic interests, Cohen-Orgad is. 
“doing the opposite — raising taxes 
and reducing living standards. That 
will not garner votes for the Likud. 
Theré is no exploitation here, 
because exploiters must benefit — 
and who benefits from the country's 
predicament? ὭΣ 

The Labour opposition says that 
Gush Emunim benefits and so do 
apostles of an aggressive foreign 
policy. Money could be saved by 
getting the army out of Lebanon 
and by halting the creation of settle 
ments in Judea and Samaria..

All economies which can be 
made -in this sphere are welcome. 
But anybody who thinks that that 
would be enough to solve the na-. 
tion's economic problem cither. 
overestimates the cash that can be 
secured from military cutbacks, or 
underestimates the devastating size

There are also the rich. Why 
should they not pay for Cohen- 
Orgad’s reforms? But the rich are 
going to be losers, too; they would 
much prefer the status quo. The out- 
look before them is forbidding, it 
serves only to lengthen queues at 
the visa section of the American 
Consulate. 


THE DAYS of boom are coming to 
an end, Cohen-Orgad is busy 
manufacturing a recession. That 
means tighter competition, falling 
profits, bankruptcies, closures. The 
breakdown at Ata and the collapse 
at Timna are straws in the wind. 


No interest group benefits from 
Cohen-Orgad’s policies of contrac- 
tion. Worker organizations should 
give thought to that.
